To th« (Hon. Attorney-General, James Bay, City: 

He Canadian Western Ceistiral Railway Company. 

BSr, — We have tht honor to draw your attention to two luafters 
-wlridh are of coUBiderahle inl-erest to us, in view of our present negolia- 
tioUH. It i.s, as you are perhaps aware, our iutentiou to build the Island 
jxii-tion ot the road e.vclasively hy iiieans of white labor: but upon the 
.Maiiiland, in view of tlio financial aid which is being given to the road, 
we fear its construction cannot be successfully undeitaken except uiMin 
the condition of pertoruiing the work to a large extent with Chineee 
labor. 

Under the present Dominion rei,'iiIations upon the subject, the nam- 
iMsr -of Chinamen which can be imported into the country i.s limited. It 
is our intention, as soon as our ,irraii^'enipiits are completed, to begin 
the -work -and push it through with all ii'issible speed; and in that mnnec- 
tiott we should, if Chinese labor is employed, place upon the ground, as 
rajjddly as possible, a large fonn^ of wiukmen. L'nder the jireseiit s-ys- 
tfni it would be inipos.sible for us to ini|)ort them in sulUoient nunibea-s 
■\vithiu the dine which will accord with our other plans. 

It appears to us that an nrrangenipnt might be effected with the 
-Dominion government, by mccns of wlvich the embargo may l>e raised for 
a Hmited idine. This would ounble us to briug upon the sjiot within a 
short time all the Chinaancn which we wish to einidoy, nnd Uien the now 
existing state of the law, if .thought adv4sa hie, could be reverted to. 

Wo ore ■willing, in that event, to enter into a contract with the gov- 
ernment to keop all these workmen under our own control during the 
whole period of the construction of the road, and afterwards to arrange 
for«their return to their native land. We ap!)rehend there will be uo dif- 
ficiflty on our part in carrying out such an iri aiigeinent. These men will 
be emiployed on the Mainland sectiim only, ami from the character of 
the country there Is little iprospect that any number of them will mioceed 
in evading tho regulations whidh we 'Will make for keeping them iu hand.

The Ranch and Itango, of Thursday, 
iMiirch (i, published at 'Seattle aud .Spo- 
ikane, has the following comments on 
the overbearing and illegal* conduct of a 
tJnited 'States customs official at Sumas, 
Wash., lo Mr. H. F. Page, one af tho 
(lit'st liiiown farmers and cattlo breeders 
ill the li'raser valley. 

Although a number of weeks have 
passed since 11. F. I'age was held up 
Siy the 1,'iiited Slates cuslouis olllcials 
at Sniiias, B. C, and compelled to pay 
.•^l.O^K) in their hands before lie could 
cross the boundary lino with a t^hip- 
meiil of jmre-bred Percheroii horses — 
and notwithstanding the fact that ho 
had with him all the registration papers 
reiiiiired by law — ^lic has been utterly 
unable to receive any satisfaction what- 
ever from the Customs depariiuont. 
They have given him no reason for their 
action in Uius extorting stich a sum of 
mouey. Moreover tliey treated Mr. Pago 
in an insulting manner, and when lie 
mildly asked for an explanation, said 
if he did not "shut np" they would liavo 
him arrested. -Mr. Page's check was 
refused and he was compelled to journey 
to Whatcom for the cash. The <'nstoms 
ollico at Port Townseud in charge of 
('(dlecior Heustis, immediately Tor- 
warded the money to the trea.surer at 
Washington, I). C. thus signifying that 
tho govcrnineut had cntliscated it. Mr. 
I'age protested vigorously al that lime, 
and allh'.ingh he r(.';'(.'ale(lly asked the 
customs ollicers to give some adequate 
reason for tlieir action they have re- 
iliaiiied silent. 

This journal beli(>vos that the Ireat- 
uieiit of Mr. I'ago by the I'uited States 
<'nsLoms olllcials both at iSumas, and 
I'oit Towuscnd, has been wot only dis- 
courteous and unfair, but altogether 
nothing' short of outrageous. 

The laws relative to the cntr.v of 
stock from foreign countries were de- 
signed to protect us from the imiiorla- 
tioii (►f eatt'..' nlllieted witlt diseases, or 
coiiiuion stock to be used for commer- 
cial inirposes: also rei]uiriiig that .all 
pii.'e 'bred stock be up to a certain 
siaiidarii and proi>er'..v r(\u'istered in the 
recognized associations. The laws were 
never intended to keep out pure bred 
stonk of any kind, and are ■so framed 
that when such stock is entered accom- 
panied by the proper registration i>upern 
they may be jiormitted to pass free of 
duty. 

Tlie action of tho customs ofllcials at 
the boundary, aud the collector nt I'ort 
Townseud, have caused an almost com- 
plete cessation iif importation of pure 
bred stock from British Coliiml)ia, and 
bnuight iiiioiit a deplorable condition. 
This stale liiis annually increased 
its iiiiiiortatiuiis. and until recently 
■buiight and 'brought pure bred stock 
across the line -with perfect free- 
doiiu and the 'best of feeling has been 
encouraged between the stockineii of the 
two countries. Instead of liaini)ering 
the excliaiiiie of pure bred stock it 
should lie fiisiered in every way possible, 
and the United States otll-cials who are 
the t^en-aiits of tiie people instead of 
insuliiii-g, I'lnislng and fitting enterpris- 
ing importers, should exercise every 
elTort in giving tliein immediate and free 
entr.v into this conutry. 

It should be r(>(.-ogiiized by the cus- 
toms olllcials al the bounilarv line that 
breeders of llritisb Columbia are re- 
putable and honorable men, and that in- 
stead of seidciiig to evade the li'.w, their 
greatest desire is to comply .with same. 
Xo breeder of standing could iiffin-d to 
pri'seiit forged or doctored registration 
l)ii|)i'iK. We submit that they are worth.v 
of being treated as gentlemen, inslea'd 
of common criminals.

WAESDAND WJIECK. 

Steamer Hcrnjonides Reaches Port 
Injured Condition. 

Liverpool, March 7.— The British 
steamer Uarmonid'-<s from Urnzilitin 
ports, whidi -iwas in a collision with 
and sunk the steamer Waesland, on 
Wednesday night, about forty uiiles 
southeast of Holylie.id, and which was 
towed to this ]Mjrt early this luoniiiig, 
lias a great hide in her bo\,-s. One of 
the rescued pa.seiigers of the Wnet^land, 
who was on board of the ^\■!lesland, 
said the Waesland was run into amid- 
shijis in a fog, at niidiiiu'ht. and sank 
half an hour afterwards, the boilers 
hiirstiijg as she went down. 

The reimrt 'th.'it only two of the pas- 
sengers of the Waeshiiid. a man and a 
child, lost their lives, apiiears to lie con- 
lirnied. In addition, oii'.' woman was 
injured. Soiui' of the Wai-slaiid's boats 
were in the water a couple of houis 
before, owing to the fog. they <-ould gC't 
alongside the 1 Li rm.'ini dc-s. When the 
1 larnioiiidi'S arrived here her deiks 
weri' crowded with h.-il f-cliiil luissengers 
of the Waesland. '.vhose pale and liag- 
-aril faci-s told the story of their trying 
e.\i)erienies. 'So hurried was the <le- 
partiire of the passengers from the Mink- 
ing t;lup that iu s,,nie cases they were 
only covered with lilaiikels, and hand- 
kercliiefs Were their only headgear 

When the disaster oci'iilTcd on Wed- 
nesdav ni-'lit the two vesels were steam- 
ing -^iowly oir the coast of the island 
of -Vnglcsea. The HarnKUiides crashed 
head on iiit'i the sides of the Waesland, 
and backed away, but once again «lruek 
the then sinking' ship, making ti great 
gaj) in her side. 'I'he sett was perfwtly 
sniiKith but tlie deiiseile.ss of the fog 
added to the terror of tiic imssengers 
of the Waesland. The women rnslied 
on <leck screiiining. but were soon re- 
assured hy the olllocrs. The boats 
were (juickly lowere<l but while this 
was being done the end of on-o of the 
life iMjats shpiK'd from its davit and 
precipitated its oceupniits into the sen. 
.'V steerage passenger, Kdward Dangor- 
tii'ld, of I'Jansas, struck his hetid against 
the boat's litUnir« »U*J ^^'''i* instantly 
killed, rthil Elsie Emmett, twe'.v«5 years 
old, the danshti-r at th» Rev. A. h'tn- 
niett, was drowned. The other iiersmis 
who had heen iu tlie boat were picked 
up. The behavior of the passengers, 
many of whom were Scandinavian em- 
igrants, was exemplary. Prc<'edence 
was givou to the women and children.
